less than $1,000.000 contract for 2,000 
14-inch shells, and by about $300,000 
on a contract of about $1,000.000 for 
2,500 12-inch shells, will be awarded 
to the English concerts, it was an- 
nounced by Acting Secretary Win- 
throp. Just how many shells will be 
made by the English company has 
not been decided, but it is said only 
enough will be contracted for to serve 
as a test. 


The Hatfield company offered to 


make the 12-inch shells at $187 apiece 
and the 14-inch at $395 apiece, where- 
a-5 their nearest American competitor, 
the Washington Steel and Ordnance 
company of this city, offered the for- 
mer at $27? each and the latter mt 
f4SO.
